COMMEMORATING BIRTH 
FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE 


The month of May is one of out 
standing interest in relation to com- 


memorative dates of importance in 


their bearing upon human and sovial 
interests, The month begins with the 
celebration of Arbor Day, May 2nd; 
the birthday of Henri Dunant, foun- 
der of the Red Cross on May 8th; 
Mother's Day, the second Sunday of 
May; Victoria Day, May 24th, and 
British Empire Red Cross Day, cone 


.]memorated in honour of Florence 
Nightingale on May 12th. This date . 


is of peculiar significance to those 
engaged in Red Cross work through- 
out the Empire. 

We are today commemorating 
throughout the British Mmpire the 
birthday of a great English woman. 
On the 12th of May, 1820 in the city 
of Florence, Italy, was born Florence 
Nightingale, whose work and influ- 
ence was destined to bring’ about @ 
mirgele of change in those fields of 
service which we may characterize 
as the “humanities”, a change not 
limited to its character, as is somér 
times supposed, to the field of health 
or to the nursing profession—nor 
even confined within the boundaries. 
of the Empire—but so vital and far- 
reaching an influence that we may 
say with truth that the life and work 
of Miss Nightingale was of world- 
wide significance in its contribution 
to the well being and service of 
humanity. 

Tt was fitting therefore as an out- 
come of the first British Empire Red 


Cross Conference which gathered 1n | 


London on the 19th of May 1930, that 
the birthday of this great Einglish 
woman should have been chosen as 
British Empire Red Cross Day,’ the 
12th day of May, to be commemor- 
ated hereafter in honour of Florence 
Nightingale and the Red Cross or- 


ganizations of the Empire. No more , 


fitting commemoration could be 
chosen for one, whose, per ity 
and :

Dunant, during the years 1859-1864 
in the efforts which he made to bring 
about the first Geneva Convention 
which resulted in the organization of, 
army, medical and nursing services 
and the formation of the great vol- 
untary Red Cross Societies, of the’ 
world. Dunant, the Swiss, acknow- 
ledged his indebtedness to Miss 
Nightingale, and from correspond 


ence which has survived it is evident - 


that both these world figures in the 
service of humanity visualized even 
at that time'an extension of Red 
Cross services beyond the realm of 
war into those activities which have 
taken their place in the peace time 
program of the Red Cross today. 
Today, the Junior Red Cross, em- 
bracing in its membership twelve 
million children, pledged to Red 
Cross - principles of health, service 
and citizenship, organized in the 
schools of 32 countries, is demon- 
strating the vision held by this 
great English woman, while Na- 
tional Red Cross Societies are co- 
operating with government and 
health agencies of the world for the 
promotion of health and public wel- 
fare. , .

Safe Mushrooms 

Mushrooms grow wild in many | 
parts of Canada, but they are |dan- 
gerous if picked indisertanindtely. 
One is well advised to secure a govd 
bulletin on the subject before trust- 
ing anything gathered at raridom. 
They can, however, be easily and safe 
ly produced from spawn, and huge 
crops in comparison to the uncertain 
supply available under natural condi- 
tions, are secured, Moreover they will 
grow practically al the year rouna 
in some dark cellar, free from frost, 
or they can also be grown outside in 
boxes or special beds during the sum- 
mer and early fall. When ordering 
spawn from your seed merchant, 
ask for the special cultural -diree- 
tions: This delicacy, never cheap, is 
quite easily-produced, Beds are’ made 
with fresh stable manure ~which, 
after heating, are covered with the 
mushroom spawn broken in pieces 
about three inches square. When the 
spawn starts to run through the 
manure below, a layer of soil is add- 
ed and on top of this the bed is 
covered with about eight.or ten ‘u- 
ches of straw or litter which shou.d 
be sprinkled with water during hut 
weather. It is important to have 
manure and soil tramped down firm- 
ly, and to not allow the litter on top 
to settle or mat. Bome people get 
fair results from Putting the spawn 
among potatoes, but much larger 
crops will be produced when more 
cafe\is: taken!’

As the child, 
in many homes, is the real ruler, the 
country is today filled with mothers 
and fathers who realize their children 
are not getting the foods they need, 
but seem practically powerless to 
remedy the evil. 

"Whether we like the idea or not, 
our children must have certain 
things in their diet. They must se- 
cure carbohydrates, They must have 
protein foods. They must get fats, 
minerals, salts and vitamins. 

And they must have a certain 
amount of roughage if they are to be 
free from constipation and its kin- 
dred ills, Constipation is serious 
enough in an adult, but the consti- 
pated child is prone to develop into 
the adult who suffers with chronic 
constipation—if the child develops 
into an adult at all. 

The roughage of vegetables usu- 
ally suffices to keep constipation 
away—provided one eats liberal quan 
tities of vegetables. Where this is not 
done, and the woman who serves. the 
meals does not know what to supply 
to take the place of this vegetable 
roughage, trouble is in the offing. 

Liberal quantities of fruit ana 
whole cereals will furnish this rough- 
age. The fortunate children of farm- 
ers with ‘mmense orchard may nibble 
apples, peaches and other fruits, day 
after day, and secure the roughage 
they refuse to take from spinach and 
lettuce. Other children seldom secure 
enough fruit to answer the purpost 
and their parents must look else- 
where for roughage.
